This mite, wich is a form of parasite, is usually rferread 
to by Zeiss personnel working on the problem as the clover nite, appears in 
darge nunbers in clover fields and is not harmful to the clover, However, it 
is said to be hichly destructive of potato plants. In the latter part of 
fuguot 1950, deiss ws omlered to rake photographs of the biolorteal bohavior 
or these nites, with a request for priority handlin« of the task. The Zeias 
firm is havine difficulties with the task because the available inatrunents 

do not have the necessary lichting arrangements for biological work. They 
have, however, cstablished that the damage caused by the mite oceurs 2s soon 
an the eves are Jaid. These ev7s are laid sinsly en the “pper and on the loyvor 
surface of the leaves. ‘“heroupon the leaf begins to shrivel and curl. However, 
seisg has anparently been informed that this is not the Virnskraeusel sickness 
of plants. Those workiny on the rroject refuse to divulgo the place or office 
wulek delivers these nites to Zeisa, 


«, 4@iss is similarly having difficulties in photog-aphing aspects of ultiva-sound 
exmsrinenta which are being conducted by the Institute for Experimental Physical 
Therany at Zeiss. These experiments rerortedly involve subfjectin’ live tissue 
te oscillations of 800 kilocycles, first using wher fleas, then unicellular 
oxsanisns, and later tiseus. The ultra~sound transritter being used for these 
axrerinents is about four tines as lar-e as those seen at Zeiss in recent oars » 
Of further interost ie the fact that ultraviolet rays are also used at the sane 
time as the object is beine subjected to ultra-sound ywves in these exrerinenta.
